1. Scope — Dimensional and other requirements for uterine dilators, single ended, Hegar's pattern. 

2. Shape and Dimensions — As shown in Fig. 1.

3. Material — Solid drawn i)rass tubes ( 60 percent copper, Min). 

4. Workmansliip and Finish 

4-1 The surface of dilators shall be free from scales, burrs, pits, cracks and like defects.

4.2 The brazing shall be neat and sound. 

4.3 The dilators shall be plated chromium over nickel, conforming to Service Grade 2 of IS : 4827-1968 
' Specification for electro-plated coatings of nickel and chromium on copper and copper alloys '. 

4.4 The tips of the dilators shall be rounded and smooth. 

4.5 All edges shall be smoothly rounded off. 

5. Test 

5.1 Rigidity Test — The handle of the dilators shall in turn be gripped in a vice so that the whole length 
of the shaft protrudes from the vice jaw in the horizontal plane and the tip faces upwards. A load as 
shown in the table given below shall be suspended from the tip of the dilators:

The maximum load shall gradually be attained and shall act for two minutes. On completion of 
the test, the dilators shall show no sign of damage. 

6. Marking 

6.1 Each dilator shall be legibly and indelibly marked with the size number, manufacturer's name or 
initials, and recognized trade-mark,

7. Packing — Dilators shall be packed as agreed to between the purchaser and the supplier. 
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
